tirety, said he felt qualified to 
evaluate what was being done 
in work with St. Louis's neg- 
lected and delinquent children. 

The judge said the recom- 
mended program could be car- 
ried out by use of provisions 
of Senate bill No. 15, enacted 
by the State Legislature, which 
becomes effective Aug. 29. The 
new law provides for juvenile 
court reforms.

He repeated Russia's demand 
for a two- to three-year suspen- 
sion without conditions.

Earlier Warning by Moscow. 

Zorin’s 90-minute speech fol-

British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd termed Zorin’s ad- 
dress “disappointing.” 

United States delegate Harold 
E. Stassen, however, told the 
conference the speech was too 
long and important to be dealt 
with summarily and he wanted 
'more time to study it. 

It was not immediately clear, 
officials said, whether Zorin was 
flatly rejecting the Western pro- 
posal of last week or restating 
an adamant Russian position. 

At any rate, his repeating of 
Soviet desire for immediate sus- 
pension of tests offered no con- 
cession to the West. 

French delegate Jules Moch 
told the conference there was 
“Nothing new” in what Zorin 
said. 

Points Rejected by Zorin. 

The Soviet chief delegate 
specifically rejected these two 
key points of the western offer: 

That suspension of tests 
must be accompanied by 
agreement in principal to stop 
all future production of fis- 
sionable material for weapons 
use. 

That experts start at once 
to work out details of an in- 
spection system which would 
guarantee against nuclear 
tests taking place. Russia al- 
ready had agreed to admit 
test monitors to Soviet terri- 
tory but had not agreed on 
how many or where they 
would. go. 

“To bring experts together !s 
a waste of time,” Zorin was 
quoted as saying. The West's 
purpose of suggesting the tech- 
nical conference was to speed 
work on the details. 

The West immediately sought 
and won an adjournment of the 
conference until Wednesday to 
study Zorin’s remarks. 

Experts did not rule out the 
possibility that Zorin was mere- 
ly anchoring the Soviet bargain- 
ing position to forestall West- 
ern hopes of.gaining big con- 
cessions from the new Soviet 
presidium.

Blair. They will become effec- 
tive Aug. 29. 

The bill requiring consolida- 
tion of polling places was intro- 
duced in the last weeks of the 
legislative session, which ended 
May 31, after numerous com- 
plaints were voiced by voters in 
St. Louis county, some of whom 
found they had to go to as many 
as four separate polling places 
April 2 to vote in all elections, 
including municipal, school and 
fire district elections. 

As originally proposed, the 
measure would have required 
consolidation of precinct polling | 
places when numerous elections 
are held, but the bill was 
amended leaving consolidation 
to the discretion of election of- 


ficials. As enacted, it requires | 
consolidation “whenever feas- 
ible.” 


The purpose of the amend- 
ment was to eliminate the need 
for .extensive redistricting of 
overlapping political subdivi- 
sions in St. Louis county.

Conflicting views of the pro- 
posed city charter were pre- 
sented in a we on television 
yesterday, one speaker 
holding that minorities could in-.

She said that Negroes would 
stand a good chance of increas- 
ing their aldermanic represen- 
tation on a percentage basis un- 
der the plan for electing eight 
members of the board from the 
city at large and seven by 
districts. Two of the new dis- 
tricts would have a high per- 
centage of Negro voters, she 
pointed out, adding that she 
saw no reason why at least one 
Negro candidate could not be 
elected at large. 

Former Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Raymond A. Bruntrager, 
who is a Democrat, viewed the 
proposed change as a threat to 
the two-party system and to 
Negro representation. 

The new system, he con- 
tended, would lead to election 
by slates — “Citizens’ slates, 
newspaper slates, blue ribbon 
slates and probably some politi- 
cal slates.” It mfght lead to 
non-partisan elections and the 
death of the two-party system, 
he asserted. 

Bruntrager argued that the 
new charter would reduce the 
ehance of electing Negroes to 
the board, “An individual alder- 
man would have so many groups 
he could displease he could 
not take any particular stand,” 
he declared.

SWEEPING POWER 
AGAINST LR.A. 


DUBLIN, July 8 (AP)—Prime 
Minister De Valera assumed 
sweeping emergency powers to- 
night to crack down on the out- 
lawed Irish Republican Army. 

The government issued 4a 
proclamation authorizing deten- 
tion of anyone “who in the 
opinion of a minister” is en- 
gaaee in activities likely to 

isturb the peace. 

More than 60 arrests were 
made in police raids through- 
out the republic over the week- 
end. 

Extreme nationalists—a_ re- 


vival of the I.R.A. that won 
independence for the Irish re- 
public—have been waging bor- 
der raids in a campaign to unite 
the country.

There is that 
question of caring for foods 
properly at home. 


* No matter how careful the 
menu planning, how shrewd the 
marketing, the food that is 
served may not retain all of the 
quality that was so painstaking- 
ly selected and paid for if it 
doesn’t receive proper treat- 
ment after it is brought in the 
kitchen door. If it is stored in- 
correctly it may not actually 
spoil or even change in appear- 
ance, but it won't be quite as 
nutritious or flayorful as it 
would be if cared for in the 
right way. 

The groceries which Irene 
had piled on the counter top 
were representative of those 
needed for a well-balanced diet. 
Her market basket had con- 
tained staples, fresh meats, poul- 
try, frozen and canned foods, 
dairy products and bread, s0 
here was the perfect setting for 
a lesson in home storage. 


“I khow the chicken comes 
out of the brown paper and is 
re-wrapped before it goes in the 
refrigerator,” said the pretty 
bride, “but does it matter 
whether I use foil or waxed 
paper?” - 

No, either one is all right, or 
the poultry could be kept in a 
covered container. Just remem- 
ber to wrap it loosely to allow 
for some air circulation. It 
also should be rinsed thorough- 
ly with cold water and wiped 
dry before being refrigerated. 

This, of course, refers to 
fresh ready-to-cook poultry; 
frozen poultry should be kept 
frozen in the freezer until ready 
to thaw and cook.

NASSER ASSERTS 
U.S, PRESSURE: 
CAUSES TENSION 


By WILBUR G. LANDREY 

CAIRO, July 8 (UP)—Pres- 
ident Gamal Abdel Nasser 
asked the United States yester- 
day to stop trying to put “pres- 
sure” on Egypt and said the 
Eisenhower: doctrine was not 
acceptable to Egypt because it 
had “political strings” attached. 

Nasser made the statements 
in ah interview marking the 
fifth ariniversary of the Egyp- 
tian revolution that overthrew 
King Farouk. 

Asked what he thought Egypt 
and the United States should 
do to restore the good relations 
that formerly existed between 
them Nasser said, “We are 
ready to do anything except 
give up our independence and 
sovereignty.”
